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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Claims 7-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 6 

Claim Rejections - 35 CISC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gerner. This 
patent discloses a shredding apparatus in which one conveyor belt can travel in a 
direction reverse to another belt to prevent material clog in the feed to the shredder. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
admitted prior art (APA) in view of Gerner. APA is the apparatus discussed in the first 
few pages of the specification. This apparatus includes a mobile shredder that has feed 
jam problems. Gerner solves this problem by disclosing similar apparatus including the 
use of reverse driven conveyors. In order to prevent material from clogging in the feed 
to a shredder, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
APA by providing two conveyors, one of which is reversely driven, taught to be 
desirable by Gerner. The remaining limitations would then have been design choices 
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only. For example, the exact orientation of the conveyors would depend on several 
factors such as material being treated and shredder orientation.
